Lachlen,  a  wounded  Scotch  soldier,  played  by  Clayton  Fox,  Air  Force 
.student,  finds  his  embittered,  self-confined  spirit  freed  by  the  friendship 


of  tho  convalescing  soldiers  from 
America,  Australia,  Ncav  Zealand. 
England,  and  tlie  Soutli  Sea  is¬ 
lands  in  the  AA'ard  in  AVhiclA  he 
has  been  placed.  But  AA’hen  he  learns 
tliat  he  is  to  die,  and  that  this  fact 
Avas  knowiA  all  along  by  his  ncAv- 
found  friends,  he  returns  to  the 
taciturn  condition.  Fox’s  Scotch 
dialect  Avas  genuine,  .strengthening 
the  characterization  thereby. 

Portrays  Kale  Dcliglitfully 

It  is  the  nurse,  Sister  Margaret, 
delightfully  played  by  Pat  O’Neal, 
Avho  binds  tlie  lies  betAveen  these 
men,  and  incidentally  betAA-ecn  her¬ 
self  and  Lachlen.  This  jiarts  liolds 
togellicr  not  only  the  spirit.s  of  the 
men  in  the  hospital,  but  actually 
the  play  itself.  Pat  nccomplislied 
tlie  job  Avith  a  Avhole-liearted  in¬ 
terpretation  of  her  role.

The  Black  Hills  Passion  Play  which 
Is  to  be  shown  here  November  8,  9, 
and  10,  is  believed  to  be  the  oldest 
Passion  Play  still  played  regularly, 
outdating  even  the  internationally- 
known  Oberammerc.au  play. 

These  tAvo  versions  are  similar  to 
eucli  other,  and  similar,  too,  to  tho 
other  four  or  five  Passion  Play  ver¬ 
sions  operating  in  Europe. 

The  niusiu  that  farms  the 
background  for  the  play  is  in  it¬ 
self  impressive,  including  such 
composers’  works  as  Mozart, 
Handel,  Wagner,  Bach,  and 
Gounod, 

Lighting  effects  ave  an  important 
aid  to  the  production  and  are  cli¬ 
maxed  in  the  crucifixion  scene  AVhen 
tlie  sky  becomes  overcast,  followed 
by  jagged  flashes  of  lightning. 

The  laisl  Supper  scene  is  per- 
liups  the  most  jieautiful,  It  re¬ 
produces  under  life  conditions 
tho  painting  of  ^Leonardo  de 
Vinci.  Tlie  fim^l  view’  is  after 
Jesus  and  his  disciples  have  left 
tlie  table.  Tlie  scene  darkens 
slowly  until  the  audience  sees 
only  the  cup  uf  wine  gloAving  iu 
the  darkness.

Mr.  Edward  P.'"  Morgan,  Director 
of  Enforcement  in  the  Office  of 
Price  Stabilization,  Washington,  D. 
C.,  who  "was  graduated  from  the 
College  in  1934,  warned  teachers 
that  the  nation  has  twin  menaces 
— inflation  and  communism.  Ho 
stressed  tliat  Americans  must  de¬ 
velop  to  the  full  their  ability  to 
think  clearly  and  to  properly  evalu¬ 
ate  their  problems. 

Citizens  must  realize  that  com¬ 
munism  has  groAvn  in  the  last  six 
years  to  be  a  colossus  that  has 
the  poAver  to  destroy  democracy.  ' 
Strength  Is  .  Needed 
Important. In  conibating  commun¬ 
ism  is  the  need  for  maintalnuig  a 
mobilized  strength  in  the  United 
States  large  enough  to  discourage 
the'  Soviet'  government,  he  main¬ 
tained. 

“The  question  is,”  Mr.  Morgan 
emphn.slzed,  “can  we  as  a  people 
in  a  period  short  of  an  all-out  war, 
mobilize  ourselves  and  still  not  de¬ 
troy  ourselves  economically.” 

Controls  Arc  Needed 
,  “Controls,”  he  affirmed,  “are 
hard  to  enforce.  We  don’t  Ilka  them, 
but  Ave  have  to  have  them  to  sur¬ 
vive,  this  crisis  and  stop  inflation¬ 
ary  chaos.” 

Mr.  Morgan  believes  that  Ameri¬ 
cans  have  failed  to  believe  Avhat 
Russia  has  been  telling  them  for 
the  past  30  years— her  Intention  to 
conquer  tlie  Avorld  by  lier  formula 
of  self  preservation  of  the  Soviet 
Union  and  elimination  of  capital¬ 
ism. 

Informed  Teachers  Are  Iinporlant 
Preceding  Mr.  Morgan’s  talk.  Miss 
Margaret  SchoAvengerdt,  president  of 
the  Missouri  Teachers  Association, 
spoke  of  the  need  for  an  ever  AVid- 
enlng  circle  of  informed  teachers. 

Dr,  Win.  McGovern,  Professor  of 
Political  Science.  Nortliwestern  Un¬ 
iversity,  Evanston,  Illinois,  explained 
the  plan  for  Asiatic  conquest  which 
he  believes  the  Chinese  Commun¬ 
ists  have  formulated. 

Present  Beterinines  Future 
Mrs.  Effle  O.  stanfldld.  South 
Central  Regional  Director  of  the 
National  Education  Association.  De¬ 
partment  of  Classroom  Teaclier-s. 
emphasized  that  the  teaching  pro¬ 


fession  must  realize  that  what  is 
done  now  to  improve  educational, 
facilities  -vviU  determine  almost 
wholly  the  conditions  AVhich  -will 
prevail  in  the  future. 

Dr.  Harold  Benjamin,  Peabody 
College,  Nashville,  Tennessee,  stat¬ 
ed  that  three  C’s  should  be  fol- 
loAA'ed  in  educating  students  to  live 
in  the  modern  community.  These 
are  "changing  the  environment  in 
teaching,”  “craft-teaching  or  de¬ 
velopment  of  skills,”  and  “charac¬ 
ter-building  and  personality  devel¬ 
opment.”

Two  yeai-s  ago  the  Indians 
came  scalping  to  the  Maryville 
hunting  grounds  only  •  to  be 
drubbed  41-14  in  Green  and 
.White  Homecoming  fashion,  so 
it  seems  unpropitious  for  Cape 
to  attempt  their  first  confer' 
cnee  win  this  Saturday. 
Maryville  Has  Not  Scored  Victory 
And  yet,  the  Maryville  eleven  have 
been  unable  to  score  a  victory  in 
their  first  five  encounters,  and  this 
fact  may  be  enough  to  offset  ^e 
advantage  given  the  Green  ^d 
"White  in  lieu  of  a, home  game  and 
a  Homecomers’  gathering. 

Missouri  “B”  staged  the  Bear¬ 
cats’  opening  game  with  a  13- 
,  13  tie,  but  Ft.  Hays  followed  up 
with  a  20-7  victory.  Powerfui 
William  Jewell  rampaged  for  a 
19-0  win. 

Springfield,  in  the  opening  con¬ 
ference  game,  staved  off  Maryville 
attacks  and  romped  to  a  19-6  vic¬ 
tory.  Rolla  then  came  up  to  Mary¬ 
ville,  and  although  possessing  a  rec¬ 
ord  of  three  losses,  romped'  the 
Bearcats  30-14. 

Cape  Has  “Blues” 

Cape  Girardeau  got  the  blues 
early,  too.  Central  Iowa  edged  them 
out  in  a  6-0  game,  but  then  Millikin 
University  suffered  the  retaliating 
rage  and  was  set  back  25-0  by  the 
Indians. 

Kirksvillc,  the  powerhouse  of 
the  conference  this  year,  ex¬ 
tended  its  winning  streak  to 
four  by  beating  the  Indians  12- 
0,  Such  a  score,  however,  is 
still  impressive  for  Cape,  be¬ 
cause  the  Bulldogs  had  beaten 
mighty  Missouri  Valley  6-0,  St, 
Benedict’s  20-12,  and  Central 
College  at  Fayette,  45-0. 

Cape’s  second  conference  oppon¬ 
ent,  Warrensburg,  scored  twice, 
early  in  the  contest,  but  the  In¬ 
dians  came  back  in  the  second  half 
to  tie  the  score  at  13-13. 

For  the  Statisticians 
For  statisticians  who  like  to  use 
comparative  scores,  there  is  a  pos¬ 
sibility  for  such  endeavor.  Warreiis- 
burg  lost  to  Rolla  12-6;  Maryville 
lost  to  Rolla  30-14.  By  virtue  of  a 
tie  with  Warrensburg,  Cape  is  a 
one  touchdown  underdog  to  Rolla, 
and’  Maryville  had  lost  to  Rolla 
by  two  touchdowns. 

Which  in  itself  means  nothing, 
but  is  very  interesting.  Such  rec¬ 
ords  are  not  very  reliable  for  de¬ 
termining  any  football  outcomes, 
but  the  strange  factor  in  the  case 
of  the  MIAA  teams  is  that  such 
comparative  scores  have  been  true 
Within  narrow  limitations. 

Maryville  Has  Lost  Men 
Maryville  will  be  without  the  ser¬ 
vices  of  Duane  Freeman,  halfback 
who  was  injured  in  the  Rolla  game. 
Bill  Davis,  halfback,  hurt  his  arm 
and  may  not  see  actibn  in  this 
Homecoming  game.  Paui  Tobin, 
though,  who  performed  exceedingly 
well  in  the  Rolla  contest  and  Glen 
Sherry,  always  unfaltering,  will  be 
relied  upon  time  and  again  for 
•the  offensive  attack. 

Bob  Hemenway  has  recently  been 
calling  the  signals  after  his  early 
seasonal  Injury.  Offensively,  how¬ 
ever,  the  Bearcats  have  looked  dis¬ 
mal.  Ground  attacks  rarely  roll  for 
many  successive  downs  because  of 
the  fumbles  and  sometimes  lacka¬ 
daisical  blocking  downfleld.
